One guest is missing | and is 
believed to have been burned to death, 
more than a dozen others were injured 
by leaping from windows or by, falling 
from improvised fire escapes. and score» 
were rescued from windows or roofs of 
adjoining buildings by firemen. Only 
one-half of the 150 guests reached the 
street by the stairs before escape that 
way was cut off by the flames, and 


few of them saved even their clothing.

Fire Cuts Off Stairs. — 

The Copeland Hotel was of brick ton- 
struction, four stories in height. It 
was situated at the corner of Ninth and 
Kansas avenues, one block from the 
State Capitol, and was one of the oldest 
hotels in Kansas. It had a roomy lob- 
by and wide ha)lways, and was plentiful- 
ly supplied with fire escapes. 

The main stairway, however, was built 
argund the ‘elevator and the flames 
shooting up the shaft soon shut off this 
means of escape. 

The fire started shortly after 4 o’clock 
in or near the kitchen, apparently from 
escaping gas. The flames had - gained 


great headway when discovered and when 


the fire apparatus first arrived the rear 
stairway had been cut off as a means 
of escape. 

About half of the 150 guests managed 
to get to the lower floor and out 
through the front and side doors before 
the stairway was cut off. Half a dozen 
were forced to jump from windows, 
while the others were rescued by fire- 
men from the windows of the hotel or 
from tops of adjoining bulldings, to 
which.they had jumped, and from fire 
escape landings. 

Within an hour after the fire started 
the hotel was a mass of ruins, only the 
walls remaining. 

There were many thrilling escapes. 
The only one of the guests whose con- 
dition is regarded as serious is A. W., 
Smith of McPhergfon, former command- 
er of the G. A. R. for Kansas and once 
a candidate for Governor on the Repub- 
lican ticket. Smith and H. A. Rowland 
of McPherson were sieeping in a room 
on the fourth floor near 40) south side 
of the building. 

Made Rope of Bedding. 

There was little chance for their re- 
ceiving outside aid, so the two made a 
ladder of their bed clothing and sus- 
pended it from the window. Each in 
tirn descended as far as possible on the 
rope ladder-and dropped to the ground. 
Smith crashed into an areaway, strik- 
ing on a railing. He suffered a broken

| Petitions Sent. Up in Nearly 
‘Every City for Safety 
From Earthquakes. 


ROME, Jan. 14—In nearly every city 
in Italy today prayers were offered for 
the cessation of the earthquakes, that, 
beginning with the destruction of parts 
of Sicily and Calabria, Dec. 24, have 
shaken the country intermittently. The 


continuation of these shocks has con- 
vinced thousands of the people that the 
world is soon to come to an end, and 
despite the efforts of the priests to al- 
lay their fears, their frenzy is increas- 
ing. 

Yesterday's spread of the quake to the 
northern part of Italy caused almost a6 
much terror among the ignorant. classes 
as the destruction of Messina and Reg- 
gio. These people consider it a proof 
that the entire nation is doomed to 
destruction. / 

Fright Causes Fatalities. 

The situation is particularly serious in 
the cities that suffered from the first 
terrible quake. The survivors are on 
the verge of collapse owing to their ter- 
rible experiences and the continuing tre- 
mors afé causing hysteria that in many 
cases has proved fatal. 

The work of excavating in the ruins 
at Messina was suspended today, wi 
the exception of the English and Ame 
ican parties that are digging in the ruins 
of consulates. They have been given spe- 
cial authorizations to continue the work 
in the hope of finding the bodies of 
Consul Cheney and his wife and valu- 
able papers belonging to the offices.

Oppose It. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan, 14.—Charies 
S, Deneen, for United States Senator to 
succeed A. J. Hopkins, is persistentiy 
talked now, and the interest has shift- 
ed from other quarters to him. The 
Shurtleff ‘boom has practically disap- 
peared. Inability to muster enough 
votes for him and disinclination of a 
number to permit him to leave the 
speakership are credited with the change 
in sentiment. 

In perfunctory sessions of the two 
houses the Illinois Legislature today. ar- 
ranged to ballot se ely on Tuesday 
next and jointly on the: day following 
for United States Senator, to succeed 
Albert J. Hopkins. It seems certain 
now that ne caucus will be held prior 
to Tuesday. There are indications that 
the Legislature will find itself in an- 
other deadlock. It is not denfed that 
the absence of a party caucus’on the 
senatorship has been hurtful to the Hop- 
kins candidacy, 

If Deneen should be elected to Hop- 
kins’ place he would not have to as- 
sume his duties until March. Pending 
that time he would serve as Governor: 
The deep waterways movement could be 
well started and his friends taken care 
of generally. 

While it is denied strenuously that any 
political deals affecting the future were 
agreed upon, it is believed that the con- 
ference of Lorimer and Deneen last 
evening had a serious bearing upon poli- 
ties at this time. The two long-time 
enemies were together for over five

15 to. Sever Connection 
With Standard.

The Supreme Court at Jefferson ‘City 
Thursday granted the Waters-Pierce On 
Co. a month’s extension to sever all 
connection with the Standard Oil Co. 
of Néw Jersey. The original 
ordered the company to show by Jan. 
16 that it has thrown off Standard Oil 
domination, and gave it until March 1 
to pay its $50,000 un-. 

The extension fixes Feb. 15 as the last 
day of grace. Unless the company com- 


piles with the edict, ‘its charter will be 
forfeited. 


The application for the extension of 
time was made by ex-Judge H. S. Priest 
in a-telegram to the Clerk of the Su- 
preme Court. Judge Priest stated in the 
telegram that the company was prepar- 
ing: te ‘comply with. the order. of the 
court, but that a little more time will 
be necessary to carry out p.ans under 
consideration. 

Judge Priest’s telegram indicates that 
the company will eliminate Standard Oil 
influence from its affairs, pay the $60,- 
000 fine and continue in business in the 
State. 

J. D. Johnson, attorney for the Wa- 
ters-Pierce, refused to say anything 
about the extension of time or its pur- 
pose Thursday. 

As Standard O!l owns © per cent of 
the Waters-Pierce stock, reorganization 
depends on Standard consent. Since the 
Standard has been ousted from the 
State, the Waters-Pierce company will 
have practically a monopoly of the oil 
business in Missouri if it complies with 
the order of the Ceurt.

Its sole weight lies in polit- 
tical considerations, ' Legislators fear to disobey 
the supposed will of the people even when that

But this binding ‘condition is of no eftect un- 
less the result of the primary really represents 
the popular will. On the contrary, proof that 
the will of the people was defeated not expressed 
through the primary would free legislators from 
all political obligation to accept the tainted nom- 
ination. Theif loyalty to their constituents would 
require a repudiation of a nomination obtained 
through fraud.

Certificates for Voters. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have read a good deal about fraudulent voting 
and repeating, but I failed to hear of anyone mak- 
ing a suggestion to prevent it. I have been a resi- 
dent of this city the last 54 years, having had exper!i- 
ence of a good many electiong during that time. I 
wish to make the following suggestions: That each 
voter being registered should receive a certificate of 
registration to entitle him to vote. This should be 
made out in the following order: Your name, age 
and residence, where born, how long in the United 
States and in the State and city and ward. No 
voter should be allowed to vote unless he produces 
his certificate. The judges shall’see that it is cor- 
rect before giving him a ballot; the voter then shall 
proceed to the booth and make out his ballot; the 
judges shall then number the certificate to correspond 
with the number on the ballot; the voter shall then 
attach his certificate to the ballot before it is placed 
in the ballot box.

State, declares that the Senatorial pri- 
mary law is unconstitutional and void. 
In a letter published in the Globe-Dem- 
crat ef June 18, 1908, he argues that the 
Legislature must upon its own judgment 
elect a United States Senator in accord- 
ance with the provision to that effect 
in the Federal Constitution and that it 
cannot be deprived of this constitutional 
right, power and obligation. Nor can 
the constitutional qualification of a 
United States Senator be changed or 
added to by an act of a State Legisla- 
ture. 
Limitation of State Power, 

Discussing the Missouri! primary law, 
Judge Sherwood said, in part: 

‘Section 3, supra, declares what se 
qualification of a senator shall be by 
saying: ‘No person shall be a senator 
who shall not have attained to the age 
of 30 years, and been nine years a citi- 
zen of the United States, and who shall 
not, when elected, be an inhabitant of 
that State for which he shall be chosen.’ 
But Section 6 of the statute under re- 
view adds to those qualifications, that 
the candidate for Senator must have 
been voted for at a genera! election held 
next before the session of the Legisla- 
ture at which the election for Senator 
occurs, 

Now, it has been determined that the 
State cannot require qualifications. for 
members of the House’ of Representa- 
tives other than those prescribed by sec- 
tion 2 ef article 1 of the Constitution 
of the United States. (Story on Consti- 
tution, section 624, et seq; Clarke & 
Hall's Election Cases, 167.) If a State 
cannot add to the qualifications of a 
member of Congress, it would seem a 
like prohibition rule should apply to 
qualifications being added to those re- 
quired of a canddate for the Senate of 
the United States. 

But the most serious objection to sec- 
tion 6 is that it robs the Legislature ef 
all power or opportunity of choice of a 
Senator of the United- States by the 
strict and unalterable requirement that 
each legislator belonging to the joint 
majority shall vote as did his political 
party at the next preceding election, 

If section 6 is valid, then it is the vot- 
ers at the general election who choose 
a United States Senator, and not the 
members of the Legislature, who, sub- 
sequently on assembling, go through the

If. section € is valid, then the Legis- 
lature, acting on the like theery, could 
validly add to section 25 of the general 
primary election law (laws 1907, p. 268) 
by requiring all voters of a ‘certain po- 
litical party to vote at the general elec- 
tion as did their party, and for the same 
person 88 Was voted for at the pri- 
mary.

‘When a statute is adjudged to be un- 
constitutional, it is as if it had never 
been. Rights can not be bullt up under 
it; contracts which depend upon it for 
their consideration are void; it consti- 
tutes a protection to no one who has 
acted under it, amd no one can be pun- 
ished for having refused obedience to 
it before the decision was made. And 
what is true of an act vold in toto is 


any other. A statute which does not ob-. 
serve them will plainly be ineffectual." 

Another rule of construction is that 
“when the Constitution defines the cir- 
cumstances under which a right may be

ty to other cases,"’ (Cooley’s Const, Lim., 
pages 245-6 and 99.)

STOUT, heavily ‘built chief in full war paint and feathérs brandished a 

















tomahawk and <2anted a tuneless Indian song as he danced into an 
Iroquois “long house’ conference at the head of his braves one day in 


and-perhaps all the American colonies—than 5000 armed men could have ac- 
complished. 

Beneath his war paint the chief's eyes shone blue, and light hair lay under 
the feather war-bonnet. For though a sworn sachem of the Iroquois Six Na- 
tions, the dancer was William Johnson, an Irish emigrant. 

Asa Jad Johnson ha4 fallen in love with a girl his parents would not let 
him mafry. In despair he had thrown over a promising mercantile career in 
Great Britain and had come to America. Here, after he had lived for awhile in 
New York City, his uncle, Sir Peter Warren, made him manager of a huge 
estate in the Mohawk Valley, with orders to colonize and improve it. The val- 
ley swarmed with the powerful tribes that composed the Iroquois “Six Na- 
tions.” Johnson at once made friends with these fierce savages and won s0 
strong an influence over them that they became his willing servants. They 
made him a sachem (chief) and adopted him as one of their .own people. The 
colonial Governer of New York, quick to note such un- 
wonted friendship, appointed Johnson a colonel ‘of the 
Six Nations and Commissary for Indian Affairs. 

It was necessary to the colony’s very life just then 
meantime,» that the right man be placed in such a position, fer the 
French in Canada, with their Indian allies, were planning to swarm over the 
border into New York and carry southward a merciless campaign ef fire and 
sword. The only real barrier between the colonists ‘and the invaders at that 
time were the Iroquois. Should these savages jein their Canadian. brethren, 
most of New York would be laid waste. «he New York colonists had not treat- 
ed the Iroquois very well. The French (who almost always managed to make 
allies of the savages) held out tempting inducements to the Six Nations to join 
in their attack. The Irequois wavered. Then it was that William Johnson 
threw in his mighty influence on the side of New York. Through his efforts 
the Iroquois remained loyal to the English—and the colony was saved. This 
so angered the French that they plotted to assassinate Johnson. Careless of 
danger, the young Irishman led his Iroquois on a series of daring, murderous 
raids into Canada. 

In 1765 (the same year that Braddock was defeated and slain’ near Pittsburg 
by an ambush of French and Indians) Johnson marched north against Baron 
Dieskau, who with a horde of Indians, Frenchmen and Canadians was ravaging 
the upper part of New York. The two forces met o@the shores of Lake St. 
Sacrament, which Johnson, in honor of King George of England, rechristened 
“Lake George.”” There, after a desperate battle, the French were utterly 
routed and Dieskau was killed. This splendid victory helped to offset the de- 
spair caused by Braddock’s defeat and preserved New York for the English. 
Johnson was severely wounded during the historic battle of Lake George, while 
fighting at the head of his men, and never recovered full health. On the Mo- 
hawks’ advice he went for treatment to the healing springs at serieer ty being 
the first white man to visit that resort. i 

For driving back the French and putting an end to their ravages, Johnson 
was made a baronet and received from Parliament a reward of $25,000. He 
was also appointed ‘‘colonel, agent and sole superintendent’”’ of all the northern 
Indian tribes. To the end of his days he retained the love and trust of the 
natives under his care,-and held them true to the English. After the early 
death of @German settler’s daughter, whom he had married, Johnson strength- 
ened his hold on the Iroquois by taking to wife in native fashion Molly Brant,

“@aughter of an illustrious chief. -Molly’s brother, Joseph Brant, was later to 


win infamy for his share in the massacre of American patriots during the 
Revolution. Johnson, by virtue of his boundless influence, set out to educate and 
Christianize his native friends, founding schools and -churches for them and 
causing the Prayer Book to be translated into their language. 

For the five years following the Battle of Lake George, Sir William was 
almost constantly engaged in warfare against the 
French. Then, when peace came, he turned to building 
up and improving the Mohawk Valley section, where he 
) ‘FEUDAL BARON’) had secured a large tract of land. Johnstown, N. Y., 
Ee _...(is named for him. There the manor house he erected 
(Johnson Hall) is still standing. Turning from war, he henceforth led the 
life of a rich feudal baron.. He entertained on a royal scale of lavishness 
and swayed the whole countryside with undisputed authority. After his years 
of battle and hardship, the old pioneer was reaping the reward of his labors. 
Yet, with all his new pomp and ease, Johnson never ceased his watchful 
care over the Indians. When the Revolution was at hand certain local “Tories” 
(John Johnson, Walter Butler and others) suggested that the Iroquois be turned 
loose upon the patriots of the Mohawk Valley to pillage and murder at will.

We fought 
for a purse of $3, my end being put up 
by the club members. It was on a 
Sunday afternoon, and I will never for- 
get the day. The rivalry of the two 
factions was intense, and many good- 
sized bets were made on the affair. 

Olson Gets a Licking. 

Olson, like the Unknown, had it on 
me both in height, reach and. weight, 
but, déspite this, I felt confident I 
could best him that day. — 

In the opening round Olson went after 
me to make short work of it, and I 
certainly had to fight good and hard to 
stall off his fierce rushes and heavy 
infighting. At the conclusion of this; 
round it was pretty even at that. Again 
in the second round he continued to 


carry the fight to me, and at times 


had me .covering up to avoid punish- 
ment, During these hard mix-ups, how- 
ever, I was sending in telling left up- 
percuts, which were, as far as I could 
see, fast getting Ole’s goat. 

I was the aggresser before the sec- 
ond round was up, and when the bell 
tingled calling us up for the third and 
final round I was on top ef my oppo- 
nent in a jiffy. I handed him a series 
of heavy swings and short-arm jolts 
at close quarters which anes all 
the fight qut of him. 

I knocked him down a few ‘tthbia. and 
when he came in at me I handed over 
a straight left which floored him. He 
went down for the count.

My stock immediately soared to the 
skies. During the excitement after the 
knockout the Swedes, arigered over the 
defeat of their pride, started a war of 
extermination with us Danes.
